DRUG EDUCATION WORKSHOP 

S. A. D, #44 Middle and High 
‘School faculty members attended 
a workshop on “Productive and 
Counter Productive Teaching 

Techniques In Drug Education” on 
Wednesday afternoon, April 9, The 
afternoon was organized by Mary 
Ann O’Connor, S. A, D, #44 Health 
Education Coordinator, and Sue 
Bell, Health Education Coordina- 
tor for S, A, D, #17 and Coordina- 
tor of the Drug Alcohol Team of 
Oxford Hills, The afternoon con- 
sisted of a presentation by Ms. 
Beui of teaching methods which had 
been ‘proven positive or negative 
in the effect with students follow- 
ed by small group discussion of 
those teaching techniques. 

Ms. Bell stated that the problem 
of chemical dependency is not just 
a school problem and schools can- 
not realistically be expected to as- 
sume iall the responsibility for it. 
Oftentimes. the community tooks 
to the schools to provide all the 
answers, not recognizing that 
chemical abuse is a problem of 
business and industry, law enforce- 
ment, medicine and the general 
community as well. Educators need 
to recognize, however, what is real- 
istic for them to undertake and 
then. to provide those things, Three 
things that can be undertaken in 
the school setting, with support 
from the community, are: (1) to 
provide prevention programs i. e. 
K-12 curriculum; (2) provide an at- 
mosphere where people can get 
help i, .e. identify problems and re- 
fer them for help; (8) provide sup- 
port for people with chemical 
problems, i. e. students who have. 
problems themselves or are aiffect- 
ed by a problem in their families, 
it was in order to know what 
works and what does not that coun- 
ter productive and productive tech- 
niques were explained.

Six of the 
remaining twelve seats are filled 
by the County Commissioners, The 
remainder are chosen by the Board 
from .a total list of “private” sec- 
tor groups, such as, but not limit- 
ed to, the Northern Oxford Asso- 
ciation for Retarded Citizens, 
Chambers of Commerse through- 
out the County, and religious 
groups. 

A ‘nonprofit, private agency, 
OCCS obtains federal, state, and 
local monies in order to promote 
dignity and self-reliance among 
low income people in Oxford 
County. In fulfilling that mission, 
OCCS provides elderly and low 
income people the following: Chil- 
dren’s Services— Head Start/Day 
Care; Comprehensive Employment 
& Training Program; Housing Ser- 
vices—the Rural Housing Institute, 
Self-Help Home Repair, Weather- 
ization, Housing Rehabilitation 
Technician and Counseling Servi- 
ses; and the Outreach Program, 
which includes Bmergency Energy 
Assistance, Senior Citizens, Intake 
& Referral, and home visits to 
disabled persons. 

The OCCS Board makes all key 
decisions concerning policies, plans 
and programs. Among the most 
recent topics covered by ithe Board 
were revision of the Agency's per- 
sonnel policy and salary structure 
and an evaluation of the services 
provided during the first half of 
the Agency's fiscal year. 

“Yo continue its vital role in 
improving the quality of life for 
low income elderly and handicap-

COLD WATER, NO LIFE JACKET 
—BAD COMBINATION 


Already this year, Maine has re- 
corded one recreational boating 
fatality! In early spring, the water 
is COLD!—and cold water is a 
leading killer of fishermen and 
boaters who go over the side. More 
often than not, they die of ex- 
posure, or hypothermia, than by 
drowning. 

In cold water, the body loses 
vital heat 30 times faster than in 
the air. Life expectancy in 33-40 
degree water can be as short as 
15 minutes with a. life jacket—even 
less without! 


Most sportsmen know the dan- 
gers and are properly prepared. 
But some continue to take un- 
necessary chances, In 1978, Maine 
experienced a total of 24 boating 
fatalities—and 12 of these were 
sportmen (hunters and fishermen)!

FORESTRY INCENTIVES 
PROGRAM FUND UP $100,000 


Arthur Carroll, State Executive 
Director for Maine, Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Ser- 
vice, USDA, announces an in- 
crease of $100,000 in funds for the 
Forestry Incentives Program in 
Maine.
